The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in 
every town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire 
warden. Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is 
not covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of 
the fire warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled 
between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00°P.M.: unless it is a commercial or 
industrial burn or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in hts 
work by the District Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department 
of Resources and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important 
part of the Forest Fire Warden's job. Fire statistics show the need 
with 72% of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. 
Smokey the Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs 
much help from the public. Parents should warn their children of the 
hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to forget that a 
lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

It is my pleasure to present to you my annual report of the 
Orford Community Health Service (OCHS). 

The Town of Piermont entered into a trial four-month contract 
with OCHS which ended December 31, 1973. We hope that the voters 
of Piermont will pass an article in their warrant to extend this 
contract for 1974 at their March town meeting. The agreement has 
been beneficial to both towns as it has given them health service 
they badly needed and has expanded the scope of our work. 

The well-child clinics sponsored jointly by the Lyme and 
Orford agencies have been very successful with many of our children 
receiving badly needed medical care. Following are statistics from 
the ten monthly clinics which began in March 1973:

We offer many other services than those noted above. We 
have nutritionists available for consultation, vision and dental screen- 
ing, heights and weights, developmental testing and various educa- 
tional exhibits. 

Mrs. Pamela Young, R.N.;, is employed by OCHS for 15 
hours per week and by the school for ten hours per week. Following 
is a short analysis of her home visits for 1973:

Your OCHS Board has been pleased with the work of Mrs. 
Young and the scope of health service we have been able to offer the 
community. We hope to expand our well-child clinics to include adult 
health screening, especially for the elderly. 

We hope you will continue to support us as you have in the 
past. Our board members are always glad to answer any questions 
you may have.

In the first year of its existence the Orford Conservation 
Commission applied for and receiveda grant of $750.00 from 
the Ford Foundation's Program to Assist Municipal Conservation 
Commissions. The project for which we sought funding was to 
inventory all town-owned lands, including undeveloped lands, and 
to survey the lands deemed necessary so as to have an accurate, 
up-to-date record of Orford's town lands. 


The first step the Commission has taken in making the 
inventory has been to meet with town officials to determine, 
where possible, the location of the deeds to various parcels of 
town-owned lands. Presently the town only possesses a few of 
these deeds. Since that meeting, Mrs. Alice Hodgson has kindly 
undertaken the task of searching the deeds at the Grafton County 
Court House to locate all the deeds to Orford's town-owned lands. 
She has volunteered to make copies of all the deeds to Orford's 
public lands, and also to prepare a booklet describing each parcel 
including its dimensions. Mrs. Hodgson may discover in her deed 
searching public lands that exist of which Orford citizens are 
unaware. If we find a parcel of public land whose boundaries are 
unknown or unclear, the Commission will use the grant to have the 
land surveyed. 


As stipulated by the Ford Foundation this $750.00 grant can 
only be used towards the carrying out of this project. The money 
which the Commission is requesting the town to appropriate is needed 
for dues to the New Hampshire Association for Conservation Com- 
missions ($20.00), stationery, postage, telephone calls, and 
travelling expenses which are anticipated for 1974. Besides con- 
tinuing our work on the inventory, the Conservation Commission will 
be studying solutions to the problem of closing our town dump, which 
aceordinesto: Statetnulingimnust occur) by 97a:

The Planning Board met periodically throughout the year, a 
year that has seen no major new residential subdivision applications 
and a relatively small number of single lot requests. The Sunday 
Mountain Preserve application cited in the 1972 Report is still pend- 
ing revision. 

The Board has taken advantage of the few demands to begin 
work on a series of large-scale maps of the Town that will set forth 
precise road classifications, soil types, flood hazard and wetland 
areas, and other land features. These maps will be of immeasurable 
assistance to the Board in its administration of the Orford Subdivision 
Regulations, and will be readily available to the Selectmen and other 
municipal committees and citizens. This detailed mapping is the first 
step in the accumulation of data about the Town that will lead to the 
formulation of a comprehensive plan for the future utilization of our 
many resources. This plan will be developed over a period of time in 
consultation with all facets of the community, and will eventually 
serve as a voluntary guide to the voters and their elected officers in 
determining the long-range goals for Orford. This aspect of the 
Planning Board's work is required under the State legislation em- 
powering towns to set up such boards, and in these initial stages of 
mapping the Board is receiving generous assistance from the Grafton 
County Soil Conservation District personnel and resources. 

The Board has been pleased with the cooperation of landowners 
in its administration of the Subdivision Regulations, and encourages 
anyone with questions to seek out a Board member. We have found 
that the two-acre minimum lot size for residential usage is a workable 
compromise for Orford, and the other provisions seem to contain the 
strength and flexibility that best fit our needs. 

In the year ahead the Board will also be working with the 
Selectmen and the Conservation Commission in seeking an alternative 
to our open burning dump that is scheduled for mandatory closure by 
July, 1975. We hope to find an acceptable solution to this problem.
